the recent Washington 
agreement,

peace. Tet to be most effective for 
peace purposes, 
he ^maintains the

respective countries may not go. 


"Unlfess ths United States keeps 


her navy up to the ratio provided," 
Schroeder sajs, "which gives us a 
navy second to none, the whole force

States lias won by her initiative in 
limiting navies, is in itself no small 
factor toward a maintained peace. 
There is a saying in a certain section 
3f this country that the politest com-

of peace. "How much better is that 
peace which, rests upon good will!" 


As to some of the possibilities in 


the navy of the future, Schroeder 
says:

"gulf," in this instance, Is the huge 
acceptance station where the cars are 
received"oefore betng loaded for ship- 
ment. 
The "tributaries" are 
the 


various factory departments in which 
the parts are made anrl finis'hed and 
sent on their way to join the main 
procession as it passes. As the pajts 
merge toward a central stream they 
are assembled into the motor car, 
and the car, as it > moves along the 
line, gathers more'and more^of the 
mechanisms, which complete, the fin-

The "Follies" arrived in Chicago Sunday

• Rosenbaum, company manager, 


rubbing his hands gleefully over the S. R. 
O. house, looked up and beheld a formid- 
able delegation approaching him in the 
wings.

party.

accompanied by a 


la.wyer, the traveling representative of the 
Equity, and representatives of the Stage 
Hands' and Musicians' Unions. The lawyer 
poked into Mr. Rosenbaum's paralyzed fin- 
gers a contra^ which he was to sign. It 
called 
for immediate reinstatement of 


Miss Poole and Miss Andrews. It. railed 
for permission for walking delegates of 
the Equity to come behind the scuiies. Ji 
called for other things—all of- them pst 
abominations o£ Flo Ziegfeld. 


"Sign or there'll be no show to-night!" 


was the ultimatum served on Mr. Rosen- 
ha.um. The sia"agsr protested. The rnan- 
'ager pleaded. The striking chorines were 
just as hard-boiled as so many pick-beav- 
ers.

The scientific importance of the theory 


is that, it brings inlo accord the two 
sciences ot geology and physics. In the

To put the discovery in practical terms, 


it has hefri shown by experiments that 
there is enough hydrogen in a tenspoonful 
of water to produce 200.000 kilowatt hours 
of electrical energy, merely hy turning the 
hydrogen into helium. That, energy i«, 
roughly, equivalent to 275.000 horsepower. 


In other words, there is nearly three
